annng the past few dais, and cotislderaole anxiety 
esisi* regarding the possible spread of tne disease. 
This anxiety has not been at all allayed by the 
bungling management shown in one ot the cases. 
This case was that of a man ill with tne disease and 
living la a tenement house In North Waier street. 
W nuc in a semi-delirious condition he commenced 
abasing his wife, and a couple of officers were uent 
to arrest nlm, they not Knowing the nature of the 
disease.

living in the house have been allowed to circulate 
Ireeiy among their neighbors. On Frldav ni^ht the 
patient referred to tn his delirium attacked bis 
keeper in the pen house, Knocked him down and 
made Us escape.

Bou.-e. gathered m their sitting room, werefavured 
wim tae nrst call irom tne escaped patient, and it Is 
stated that he afterwards ran at large througa tns 
Uiy.

M. THIERS' VIEWS. 
This trnly remarkable avowal, the only merit of 
which is candor, forms the snoatauce ot she prom- 
ised despatch to M. de Behame.

M. fnf re next tells us of ma share in the appoint- 
ment oi a French representative at the Vatican.

The Pope charmed to 
see adopted a avstem of representation wnicn would 
te most hurtful to the jpiritnal interests, to say noth- 
ing of political, which it is the mismon of agents to 
protect at Rome! Tne remainder of tbe despatch 
evinces the grossest ignorance and stupidity, or clsi 
a quality infinitely worse, particularly where he 
speaks of the ecclesiastical diplomat "o jhged Dy his 
conscience to sacrifice his inspirations as a states- 
man to the respect he would owe to tne dogma'' of 
niallil.iUtf ! As if in that respect the conduce of a 
avnian could be conscientiously different: mu then 
we Enow wnat the euteainen of ». de Bahaine's 
stamp would do. 


A. EFBOPBAS COVFESESCB. 
It was finally settled that M. de cholseul should 
e sent vo Florence and 2i- ue Uarcourt to Korne. 
Aboat the same time tne question of expropriating 
certain convents lu Rome ana me almost utter im- 
possibility lor ecclesiastics to appear la the streets 
of that city without being subjected to gross msalt 
and olten to personal vio.ence, originated in some 
minds the idea of referring ta4 wuole matter to a 
European conference. This proposition afforded M. 
Favre another v«ry favorable opportunity of proving 
hu devotion to the cause ol huouUatiug the Papacy. 
He feared the possibility, though ever so re- 
mote, of the re-establishment of the temporal 
power. 
In the proposed conference and in tbe 
course of action it might resolve on adopting there 
could b: no danger u> France. There appeared to 
be a prospect that Austria, Bavaria and even Italy 
were willing to accept a conference. Prussia did 
not oppose the idea.

These numerous imposts, many of which 


have yielded little to the gov -rnmant, have 
arisen partly from the ignorance of oar legis- 
lators and partly from the habil of log-rolling 
in Congress to accommodate the different sec- 
tions and interests. The cotton mauufactur?M 
of New England, wanting hi<*h protective 
duties, strike hands with the iron protectionists 
of Pennsylvania. The wool grower and manu- 
facturer, the sugar planter, tbe lumberman, 
the ship build.T and those specially interested 
in other industries dojbe same. 
One member 


of Congress says to another, "You help me and 
I will help yon." Thus the tariff is made np 
and taxes imposed, more with a view to favor 
special interests and localities than upon geae- 
ral principles. 
Not that which is best for the 


nation at large or the mass of tbe people U 
considered, but that whicb will benefit par- 
ticular classes. These remarks apply, bow- 
ever, to manufacturing industries chiefly; 
for, 
strange, 
to 
say, 
the 
greatest 


interest of nil in the country—tbe agricultural 
interest—is least protected or promoted by 
legislation. Nor is special legislation for its 
protection either practicable or demanded. 
Free trade is its best protection. 
Taat opens 


tbe markets of the world to our agriculturists, 
creates a grafter demand for their vast 
products, and, as a consequence, promotes 
ivery branch of trade connected with agricul- 
ture. It is estimated by Mr. Wells, in the re- 
jort he made as Special Commissioner of 
Revenue, that more than fifty per cent of the 
industrious classes were agriculturists, aod 
that their production was little less than half 
the total products of the country. 
We see, 


then, how an unjust and oppressive system of 
imposts operates against more than half of the 
community, and in favor of special classes. 
Instead of log-rolling protective legislation, 
by which the agricultural population is vic- 
timized and the development of agriculture re- 
tarded, we ought to have a simple plan of 
raising revenne that would bear on all classes 
alike, and that should be derived chiefly from 
luxuries. 


It improbable now that Congress will take 


the duty off tea' and ooffae, wjilcb. will reduce 
the revenne thirty millions of dollars or more. 
While, thJSLmay be acceptable to all classes 
and be felt pretty equally by all, and wbile it 
will tend to cheapen livinj, tie effect will be 
inconsiderable. 
This tax is so generally 


diffused and the amount that may be saved 
to each family or person by abolisUinsr it will 
be so sraull that there will not, after all, b» 
much difference in the cost of living. It will 
be but a short step in the way of revenne 
reform. 
Those who are 
advocatiag tbe 


abolishment of the duty on tea and coffee are 
protectionists for the most part, because they 
expect that with this redaction of Kovernmeat 
income other duties and taxes whicb afford 
protection to certain interests will be con- 
tinued. 
But there are other things wbicb 


enter more largely into the cost of living, of 
the household and clothing, and of the 
mecbaaical arts and industry generally, whicb 
need to be relieved of the bard on of taxation. 
We want, really, a sweeping measure of 
reform, that will take off a hundred millions 
of taxes at least, and tbe relief thus afforded 
to besncb as tbe mass of the people will feel 
nd tbe government expanses of revenne col- 


lection be greatly reduced.

base falsehood. 
But onca witbin the limits 


of the United States he made another declara- 
tion, asserting Dr. Howard's perfect innocence 
of the charges he had brought against him. 
Dr. Howard has vainly appealed to the 
United States for protection. 
The Spanish 


authorities deny his claim to American citi- 
zenship and have not heeded the remon- 
strances of our Consul General at Havana. 


We do not propose to eater into 'subtfetfeT 


and legal quibbles 09. the'lqnestion of Dr. 
JJowjird/s nationality. Enough for our pur- 
pose to know that Dr. Howard was born in 
these United States, that he now innocently 
bears the felon's doom and drags tbe felon's 
chain. Thisjg a powerfuljjlaim for oar inter- 
cession. Dr. Howard is an old man, a man of 
culture, and three daughters in distress weep 
over the mournful fate of their axed father. 
Consul General Torbert appears to have done 
alt in his power to obtain the release ot tbe un- 
fortunate gentleman, bnt it was in vain to look 
for justice where passions and prejudices 
have an unbridled sway. 


We make an appeal to a higher authority— 


to the government of Madrid and its su-
